ing given  more  abundant  honor  to  that

preacheth  doGt]ine.  Ilm^e  is  the  evi- 
dence, th4>t  these  mcDdDers,a,re  all  bap- 
tized into  one  body  ;  for  in  baptism  the 
whole  body  is  buried,  with  every  niem- 
bor  of  the  body  in  wate-,  and  nothing 
else  can  satisfy  those  who -  have  the 
Spirit  of -God.
